XoTi;.— 77ji'  kuiiation  Jhtys  (the  three  days 
iiiiiiiediatcly  before  this  festiral  of  the  Ascension) 
were  first  instituted  by  Miunertns,  Bishop  of  Vicnne, 
in  A.D.  43 J,  at  a  season  of  special  physical  calamity, 
for  Litanies  and  Processions  of  Supplication.  They 
z^'ere  observed  until  the  era  of  the  Reformation. 

The  Church  of  liui^land  has  appointed  them  to  be 
kept  as  "  Days  of  I'asting  or  Abstinence,"  doubtless 
as  a  period  of  preparation  for  Holy  Thursday. 

In  the  Second  Book  of  Homilies  is  one  provided  in 
three  parts.  "  for  the  days  of  Ro^^ation  Week/'  which 
fully  sets  forth  the  intention  of  this  edifyiu!^ 
observance.
